If you check 
the public record of that investigation and my subsequent confirma- 
tion hearing, you will find it replete with references to my "honesty, 
integrity and forthrightness." I believe the Committee's unanimous 
endorsement of my nomination represented a strong vote of confidence 
both in my integrity and that of the institution I have served for 
31 years.
